One page refers to a page of “aeiriLe Kennedy's testimony before the Commission. 

Robert accompanied her. The record discloses no request by her car from him for withholding 
any of her testimony. Where she describes what she saw-- and she was the closest eye- 
witness - they withheld that, claiming "good taste." A friend, Paul Eoch, made a west- 
coast request to go along with nine that dates to about 1967. &e- pressed an appeal, 
leading to the release of that page. On^ee X could read it the real reason for withholding 
it became apparent. She testified to other than the official account of the crime.

probably want to he using copies in several of our FCXA court oases. The Archives delayed 
this release until two of the cases were oa appeal, when the records were closed, Those
